Today’s temblors at White Sulphur 
Springs was felt at 3:45 P. M. A pre- 
vious shock had been felt at 4 A. M. 

The tremors today were confined to 
the south central region of Montana, 
whereas last night’s shocks covered sec- 
tions of four States in the northern half 
of the Rocky Mountain range. 

Two isolated towns are reported to be 
seriously damaged by temblors, incom- 
plete reports stated. At White Sulphur 
Springs virtually all of the county build- 
ings of Meagher County and many of the 
business structures have been demol- 
ished, with an estimated loss of $100,000. 
A property damage of $100,000 was also 
reported from Three Forks. 

The centre of the disturbance, informa- 
tion here indicated, was in the lower 
Gallatin Valley, where smaller towns 
bore the brunt of the earthquake’s dam- 
aging effect. 

Jail Prisoners in Panic. 


Railroad officials in the south-central 
section of the State today were organ- 
izing their forces to repair the damage 
wrought by landslides and boulders 
tossed down from mountains on their 
tracks. 

Prisoners in the county jail at Billings 
were panic-stricken when the second 
tremor last night split the floor of the 
courtroom, located in another building 
near the jail. 

Indications that there had been marked 
underground disturbances were evident 
near Three Forks, where huge fissures, 
‘several feet deep, appeared in the earth's 
surface. The water level of the Jefferson 
River a mile above where it joins with 
the Gallatin and Madison Rivers, was 
reported to have dropped two feet. 

The little town of Willow Creek, a com- 
munity of 300 inhabitants, today sur- 
veyed the wake of destruction left by the 
earthquake, The two largest buildings 
in the town, the school and the principal 
business structure, were badly damaged.

BUTTE, Mont., June 28.—Early this 
evening a report from Three Forks 
stated that temblors were again occur- 
ring there and residents had _ been 
warned to stay away from buildings. 

Panic over yesterday’s earthquake 
had subsided here today. Thousands of 
miners laboring in the 1,200 miles of 
underground workings of the Butte 
mines dropped their tools when the 
sides of the slopes and drifts trembled. 
Not one landslide occurred, but had the 
quake in any way disturbed the 100 
shafts that pierce Butte Hill an army 
of: men would probably have lost their 
lives. 

Passengers in two sections of the Olm- 
pian, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul transcontinental flyer, spent sev- 
eral of the tensest hours of their lives 


when the sections were hemmed in by | 


landslides near Three Forks. A slide 
ahead and one behind forbade all move- 
ment and the passengers waited through 
the darkness, momentarily expecting an- 
other slide, until help came at dawn. 
The spot where the slides occurred is 
one of the wildest in Montana. 


Earth Shocks Oscillatory. 


The earth movements were of an 
oscillatory character, a back and for- 
ward wavelike swaying as distinct from 
the crunching movements of some 
temblors. The lines of movement, gen- 
erally, were easterly and westerly and 
somewhat at right angles with the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains and ap- 
parently were due to gigantic faulting 
action, presumably extending in both 
directions from the mountainous uplift 
but seemingly displaying the greater in- 
tensity eastward from the mountains 
and toward the plains country. 


A great readjustment of the earth’s 
crust undoubtedly was under way in the 
Rocky Mountain region. The zone of 
movement was rather fanlike in con- 
tour. 

The shocks were preceded by electric 
storms of great intensity. 


Citizens Camp in Streets. 


LIVINGSTON, Mont., June 28 (4).—A 
recurrence of earth tremors was re- 
ported at Three Forks, near here, at 
10:45 o’clock today by Manager Clark of 
the Trident Cement Company. Mr. 
Clark declared he had counted forty-one 
distinct earth tremors at Three Forks 


since last night. 

The new tremor at Three Forks caused 
hew apprehension to the population of 
this section of southern Montana. 

Idaho, Montana, Washington and 
Wyoming felt the oscillations of the 
earth last night, but Central Montana 
received the heaviest buffets. There 
scores of cities and towns suffered 
severe tremors, while their residents,

CHICAGO, June 28 (#).—The Rev.

While announcement that the two New 
York churchmen, both noted for their 
liberal interpretation of the Scriptures, 
will testify was withheld by Clarence 
Darrow and Dudley Field Malone, asso- 
ciate counsel for the Tennessee school 
teacher, after their conference today, 
it was revealed that the final decision 
in the matter of their appearance at 
Dayton next month rested with them 
rather than with the defense attorneys. 

Mr. Malone will leave for New York 
tomorrow evening to submit the matter 
to the clergymen. 

Several other persons prominent in the 
realms of theology and science were con- 
sidered at today’s conference and a ten- 
tative program of defense was outlined. 
At a conference tomorrow Darrow and 
Malone will be joined by Dr. John R. 
Neal, senior counsel for the defense. 

“We are planning tentatively to add 
to our list of witnesses perhaps as many

This view precludes the assumption 
that the Oregon and Tennessee cases are 
parallel in point of constitutional prin- 
ciple.

Overwhelming defeat of the Brindell 
faction in Local 1,456 of the Dock Build- 
ers’ Union was shown by the complete 
tabulation yesterday of the vote for 
officers of the local cast in an election 
on Saturday night. In no instance did 
the friends of the former ‘“‘building 
ezar,”’ who recently was paroled from 
Sing Sing, win a place in the adminis- 
tration of the local. The victory of 
Charles Johnson Jr. and his entire 
ticket was decisive. 

Johnson was elected President of the 
local by a vote of 1,118, against 226 for 
Kleng Nelson, running on what mem- 
bers of the union described as the “Social 
Club ticket.””’ Thomas F. Walsh, Presi- 
dent of the Social Club, organized by 
Brindell recently, was scheduled origi- 
nally to run against Johnson, according 
to members of the union, but he de- 
clined at the last moment to be a candi- 
date. 

Edward Olsen, running for financial 
secretary, beat the Brindell candidate,

Charles Johnson Sr., father of the 
President of the union, defeated two 
Brindell candidates for treasurer. John- 
son received 907 votes and the highest

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 28,—A six 
and three-quarter-pound boy was born 
to Mrs. Charlie Chaplin at 6:10 this 
morning at the Chaplins’ Beverley Hills 
|} home, it was announced today. 

Dr. James F, Holleran, who brought 
Lita Grey Chaplin herself into the 
world seventeen years ago, was the at- 
tending physician. He said the baby 
was a fine physical specimen, although 
artificial respiration had to be used for 
a brief time. He added that Mrs. Chap- 
lin was ‘‘doing well.’’ 

A request for an interview brought 
the reply from his press representative, 
Edward Manson, that ‘‘Mr, Chaplin is 
too excited to see anybody or say any- 
thing.”’ 

‘All these stories about differences 


between Mr. Chaplin and his wife and 
about money settlements are untrue,”’ 
he said. ‘Charlie is overjoyed. He may

revise his plans now and take Mrs. 
Chaplin with him to New York for the 
opening of his new picture there.” 

The couple were married Nov. 25, 1924 
in Empalme, a suburb of Guaymas, 
Mexico, by a Mexican Justice of the 
Peace. At the time Lita was 16 years 
old and occupied the position of 
Charlie’s motion picture leading lady, 
although the réle was withdrawn from 
her immediately after the ceremony. 


Since the marriage Charlie has refused 
at any time to see reporters, although 
his wife gave several interviews. One 
of these forecast the advent of the stork 
in May. At another time, attorneys for 
Mrs. Chaplin in a joint statement with 
her kindred, announced that conversa- 
tions were going on with Chaplin’s legal 
advisers, concerning a property settle- 
ment upon her.

Tuscania Hits Schooner on Quero Bank; 


15 Fishermen Are Lost, 9 Are Rescued 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 28 (?).— 
The Cunard Anchor Line steamer Tus- 
cania rammed and sank the fishing 
schooner Rex of this port with the loss 
of fifteen lives today, according to a 
message received by the schooner’s own- 
ers here from the Anckor Line offices 
in New York. The collision occurred off 
Quero Bank, in longitude 44.24 north, 
latitude 57.15 west, or about 200 miles 
east of Halifax. Nine men were res- 
cued. 

The dead included Captain Thomas O. 
| Downey of Lowell, thirteen members of 
| the crew and a 10-year-old boy. The 
message from New York, thought to be 
based on a wireless dispatch from the 
Tuscania, read in part: 

“In collision during fog with schooner 
| Rex Sunday. Sunk. Survivors picked 
up and now on board Tuscania. Thomas 
Downey picked up dead. Tuscania un- 
damaged and cruising on spot.”’ 

The Rex sailed from this port on 
June 17 and when struck was loaded 
with halibut. The Tuscania left Liver- 
pool for New York June 22 and cleared 
from Moville, Ireland, June 23. The

BIG SWINDLES BARED 
IN ALIEN SMUGGLING 


‘Ignorant Immigrants Seeking 
to Evade Quota Law Are 
Mulcted of Thousands. 





OFFICIAL SAYS EVIL GROWS 


Assistant Secretary of Labor 
Cites Hardships and Loss to 
Aid Society Here. 





Assistant Secretary of Labor W. W. 
Husband said before the annual meet- 
ing of the Hebrew Sheltering and Im- 
migrant Aid Society of America yester- 
cay afternoon in the Metropolitan An- 
nex, at Madison Avenue and Twenty- 
fourth Street, that exploitation by pro- 
fessional smugglers of immigrants was 
akin to ‘‘piracy on the seas and high- 
way robbery on land.’’ He cited cases 
of thousands of dollars put into the 
pockets of the swindlers by unfortunates 
who did not get even a glimpse of 
America for their money, y 

“It is inevitable, of course, that ef- 
forts to violate the immigration law 
through smuggling should become more 
intense as the law becomes more se- 
vere,” said Mr. Husband. “There is 
a very intense movement all around the 
land borders, and through the seaports 
and water routes, to violate the law. 

‘“‘In it is some of the worst exploita- 
tion of today. We might speak of it as 
highway robbery, as far as land is con- 
cerned, but it amounts to piracy, al- 
most, so far as the sea is concerned. 
| The stories of the hardships that are 
| undergone by people who try to enter 
this country ‘by the back door’ are 
| sometimes hard to believe. 

“I might cite dozens of examples of 
those who tried to come from Cuba to 
Florida. Some have succeeded, but the 
hardships that others have undergone 
have been intense. The same is true of 
the land borders. 

‘“‘We are increasing our effort to pre- 
vent that sort of thing, and we feel 
that we are having some success. But 
in the meantime a very large sum of | 
money is being expended by ignorant 
people and put into the pockets of pro- 
fessional smugglers, without at all 
gaining access to the country. 

$18,000 in One Swindle. 


“T know of one case of the movement 
| of a considerable body—I think there | 
| were about 120 persons involved in it. | 
After much effort they were permitted, 
not to come to the United States, but 
to go to another country. And I was 
informed by an officer of the receiving 
Government that the promoters of that 
movement had made $18,000 from those 
120 jmmigrants. 

Mr. Husband asserted that Ellis Island 
was unsuited to handling immigration | 
| under the restrictive law, because it | 
was built to handle a maximum of) 
7,000 immigrants a day. Today the aver- 
age is about 300. 

‘‘We have an enormous and expensive 
plant to maintain,’’ he said. “If we 
| could apply a very small fraction of 
| the money invested in Ellis Island, and 
expended in its upkeep, to a modern 
institution, suited to present needs, we 
could provide much better facilities and 
accommodations for immigrants.’’ 


Society Will Sell Property. 


It was announced at the meeting that 
the property owned and occupied as a 
headquarters by the society on Lafay- 
| ette Street, near Astor Place, which 
formerly was the Astor Library, will be 
sold and smaller quarters vbtained. 
This change will not be made imme- 
| diately, but is a tentative program to 
| reduce cost of operation corresponding 
to the reduction in immigration. 

President John L. Bernstein of the 
society, who presided, said the adminis- 
| trative work had increased while the 
volume of immigration had decreased, 
principally by work in behalf of the 
immigrants here and in Europe.

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Weather Experts Graduated 
At Army School to Aid Airmen 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMP VAIL, N. J., June 28.— 
Diplomas to the graduating class of 
the United States Army School of 
Meteorology were presented today by 
Major General Charles McK. Saltz- 
man, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army. The school has been in opera- 
tion for some months and the stu- 
dent body is made up of enlisted 
men specially selected for the course. 

Highly trained weather forecasters, 
graduates of the school, are being 
used along the army airways from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, where 
weather forecasts must be supplied 
to army aviators before they start 
on long flights. 

A greater part of the study is de- 
voted to the theory and practice of 
observing, computing and transmit- 
ting of forecasts, plotting currents 
and preparing charts. There are also 
thorough courses in mathematics. 
The army has vital need for efficient 
weather observers. Gas attacks easily 
may be turned into a boomerang by 
a skittish wind, and artillery firing, 
especially anti-aircraft, would be 
helpless without carefully computed 
tables of wind direction and speed 
at various altitudes.

| Physicians Report Patient Rests 
ing Comfortably After a 
Sudden Crisis Is Met. 


JOKES WHILE UNDER KNIFE 





Operation Was Preliminary, to 
Ease Him, With a Major One 
to Follow in a Few Days. 


| SON RUSHES TO BEDSIDE 


| President and Mrs. Coolldge Make 
Trip by Motor and Special Train 
After Vigil at Telephone.

PLYMOUTH, Vt., June 28.—President 
Coolidge arrived at the bedside of his 
| father, Colonel John Coolidge, at 6 
| o'clock this evening after rushing from 
| his Summer home at Swampscott, Mass., 
| by motor car and special train, only 
to find that his 80-year-old father had 
been operated on at 1:05 o’clock and was 
resting comfortably. 

The operation, which was for an abe 
| scess of the prostate gland, was per< 
| formed by Dr. Arthur L. Chute of Bos< 
ton, assisted by Dr. J. F. Coupal, Dr. 
C. F. Ball, Dr. C. H. Swift and Dr.

| two years ago Colonel Coolidge in the 
|} light of a kerosene lamp administered 
| the oath of office to his son soon after 
| hearing of the death of President Hard- 
} ing. 
| While the operation was being pers

| train. On their arrival at the Coolidge

Dr. Chute announced at 11 o'clock

SOFIA, June 28.—-A special meeting of 
the Cabinet considered the Yugoslav 
Government's demand for information 
regarding the Yugoslav subjects who 
were arrested in Sofia after the Cathe- 
dral outrage, and the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment’s instructions to its legation in 
Sofia to refuse visas to all Bulgarians. 
The Cabinet is supplied by information 
from the _ police —one that seven 
Yugoslay subjects have been arrested, 
of whom five were liberated and the 
whereabouts of the other two is un- 
certain, 

The Bulgarian Government informed 
the Yugoslavs of these facts and it is 
hoped the latter will take a compromis- 
ing attitude.

A day and night 
service is maintained. The Rover 
makes the sacrifice without charge but 
expenses, and any loss of wages in- 
volved are borne by the Blood Transfu- 
sion Service.

To support this conclusion Mr. Dicker- 
man asserted that electric power in its 
modern development is bringing about a | 
second industrial revolution.

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USES A TOY PISTOL 
INA STORE HOLD-UP 


Bandit Robs Clerk, Forces Him: 
to Help Wait on Customer, . 
Gets Scared and Runs Out. 


CROWD OF 1,000 IN CHASE 


Police Commandeer Taxi and Cap- 
ture Fugitive—Says He Needed 
Money for His Family. 


A thousand persons Joined the pursuit 
of Russell Barnes yesterday after he had 
attempted to hold up a cigar store at 
2,199 Broadway. He was finally cor- 
hered in the hallway of an apartment 
house at 45 Riverside Drive by two po- 
licemen who had led the chase in a 
commandeered taxicab. 

Barnes, 28 years old, an Englishman, 
who said he lived at 519 West 138th 
Street, Walked into the Schulte store and 
asked the clerk, David Meyer, for a 
package of cigarettes. Barnes said later 
hg had spent several sleepless nights 
worrying over the financial plight of his 
family in Icngland, and finally decided 
to try a hold-up to get money for them. 

Meyer searched under the counter for 
the cigarettes Barnes had asked for and 
encountered some difficulty in finding 
the particular brand. Barnes anticipat- 
ed this, for he had formerly been em- 
ployed by the Schulte Company. When 
Meyer finally got the ones wanted and 
stood up he looked into the muzzle of a 
pistol. 

‘It was only a toy gun, it developed, 
but Meyer did not know that. It looked 
ugly to him, and he promptly complied 
with the order to hand over his money, 
which amounted to $77, and walked into 
the rear room. Just as Meyer disap- 
peared, a customer entered the store. 
Barnes sauntered back of the counter 
end the newcomer specified the. cigars 
le desired. As Meyer had had trouble 
finding Barnes's cirgarettes, so te tyro 
bandit experienced difficulty in finding 
the cigars. 

After locking high and low Barnes 
summoned Meyers and whispered a 
Warning to him. As Meyers pretended 
to search for the cigars, Barnes became 
alarmed and dashed from the store. 

Meyer and the customer followed him. 
Their shouts drew a crowd and the flee- 
ing man ran faster. Barnes dashed up 
to Seventy-seventh Street and_ then 
headed west toward Riverside Drive. 
Policemen John Hardiman and James 
Galligher jumped into’ a taxicab and got 
to the Drive in time to see the man run 
into the hallway of an apartment house. 

According to the policemen, Barnes 
pulled two gimlets from his pocket when 
they confronted him. He was overpow- 
ered. The revolver proved to be a glass 
toy. 

Barnes was taken to the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station, where Carl Klein, 
district manager for the cigar store cor- 
poration, identified him as a former em- 
ploye who nad left its service. 


DENIES HONDURAN REVOLT. 


Foreign Minister Says General Tosta 
Has Put Down Indian Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (#).—Reports 
indicating the possibility of a revolt in 
Honduras by General Vincente Tosta, 
Minister of War and Marine of that 
nation, were declared unfounded today 
in a dispatch from the Honduran Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs to Luis Bogram 
the Honduran Minister. 

“Contradict categorically, in principal 
Papers,” the message directed, “that 
General Tosta has rebelled. He has not 
rebelled and has overpowered the Inti- 
bucan faction. News of disturbances:-in 
other parts of the country is false.’’ 

Mr. Bogran said the Honduran situa- 
tion which gave risg to the reports was 
brought about by “emigrados’’ from 
Guatemala who entered the Honduran 
district of Copan and surprised a gar- 
rison of thirty men. 

“Government troops,’”’. he asserted, 
‘“‘were sent there but the emigrados re- 
treated without fighting. The Indians 
of Intibucan, however, whose sympathy 
for General Ferrera is played upon by 
the Reds, started a faction in Intibuca 
which was promptly overpowered by 
General Tosta. This disturbance did not 
meet response in any other part of the 
country.”’

URGES NON-ZIONISTS 
ON PALESTINE BOARD 


Louis Lipsky Asks American Or- 
ganization to Support Exten- 


sion of Jewish Agency. 
WEIZMANN MESSAGE READ 


Counselor of British Embassy Pre- | 
dicts That Governmental Diffi- 
culties Will Be Overcome. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (4).—Coopera- 
tion of all Jews, whether Zionist or non- 
Zionist, in the upbuilding of Palestine 
as a Jewish homeland was urged by 
Louis Lipsky of New York, Chairman, | 
in his opening address today at the 
annual convention of the Zionist Organi- 
gation of America. 

To this end, Mr. Lipsky said, the dele- 
gates should strongly support the pro- | 
posal for extension of\the Jewish agency 
provided by the Palestine mandate to! 
cooperate in the Palestine movement to | 
include both Zionists and non-Zionists. 
The World Zionist Organization is now | 
designated as the agency, and the ques- 
tion of changing the basis of its mem- 
bership to include half Zionists and half 
non-Zionists is to come up for final} 
action at the Vienna World Zionist Con- 
Bress in August. 

The Chairman’s views on the question | 
@upported the position of Dr. Chaim | 
Wiezmann, President of the World Zion- | 
ists, who sent a message to the conven- | 
tion urging extensiop of the agency and | 
declaring Jews throughout the world | 
‘were closely watching to see what action | 
American Zionists would take on the 
question. The message also expressed 
confidence that Lord Plumer, the re- 
cently appointed High Commissioner for 
Palestine, would ‘‘faithfully observe the 
letter and spirit of the mandate.”’ 

Describing the work of the new Jew- 
fish settlers in Palestine since the war, 
Mr. Lipsky declared they have ‘‘made a 
land unloved and disused, that had been 
treated as if God’s curse rested upon it, 
into a land that begins to shower bless- 
ings upon those who labor upon it.”’ 

‘The convention heard a report from 
Colonel Frederick H. Kisch of the Pal- 
estine Zionist Executive showing that 
with the Jewish population in Palestine 
110,000, already having doubled since 
the war, the migration of Jews there 
mow has increased to more than 2,000 
@.month. . 

Greater credit facilities to relieve an 
acute land and housing crisis resulting 
from the rapid Jewish influx was de- 
clared by Colonel Kisch to be one of 
the chief needs of Palestine, although 
the situation was being improved, he 
said, by an increase tp the number of 
more prosperous settlers. 

Although expressing gratification at 
the general progress achieved in Pales- 
tine in the past year, the annual report 
of the Administrative Committee of the 
organization regarded the ‘‘slow pace”’ 
of the British mandate authorities in 
certain administrative matters as having 
tended to ‘‘disturb the development of 
normal conditions.”’ 

Messages were read from a number of | 
other Zionist leaders throughout the 
world, including Professor Albert FEin- 
stein of Berlin and Philip Guedalla, 
Presid«nt of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion. 

J. Boyce Broderick, Counselor of the 
British Embassy, in conveying to the 
convention the greetings of Ambassador | 
Howard, who is in England, declared | 
Great Britian can be relied upon to 
carry out fully its pledge to re-establish | 
the Jewish homeland in Palestine. 

While there may be a ‘‘natural sense | 
of impatience that events do not march 
more rapidly in Palestine,’’ he said, in 
view of what has been accomplished in 
the last few years, such impatience is 
“really not justified by the facts."’

President 
Doumergue attended in state and the 
crowd of 250,000 packed the enclosures 
so densely that it was almost impossible 
ito get near the betting booths. Special 


arrangements had been made for the 
| sale of entrance tickets in the hotels in 
Paris, and the Americans who saw the 
race numbered many thousands. Ten 
special airplanes brought a contingent 
of English sportsmen over this morning. 
The great race marked the culmination 
lof the “Grande Semaine,” and although 
it was a cold day there was the usual 
display of wonderful frocks. 

or weeks past interest in the race 
j}had been high among Parisians. ~The 
choice of winner was equally divided 
between the two grays, Belfonds and 
Chubasco, with Aquatinte next in line. 
When it was learned that Donoghue was 
ito pilot the latter, the odds shortened 
rapidly and when. the horses paraded 
past the President's box Aquatinte had 
taken the lead.

YACHTING ~ 


An interesting example of the main- 
tenance of yacht values over a score of 
years may be had in the case of the 
famous New York Yacht Club thirty- 
foot class, which this year is celebrat- 
ing its twentieth anniversary. There 
were eighteen of these remarkable sloops 
launched at the old Herreshoff yard on 
Narragansett Bay in May, 1905, and it 
is a matter of record that, instead of 
decreasing in value, they have in some 
cases increased. These vessels, which 
have furnished briliilant sport season 
season for many years, are 
much in demand among racing yachts- 
men, and when one of the thirties 
changed hands recently the selling 
price was above $5,000, as against the 
original cost in 1905 of $4,500. 

It is, of course, a fact that during the 
war years, which were naturally poor 
seasons from a yacht-racing standpoint, 
some of the thirties changed ownership 
at much below their original cost.

CARES FOR 158 DAILY 


Report for 1924 ShowsSuccess- 
| ful Year and an Increase of 
*449%, in List of Contributors. 


KEEPS IN TOUCH WITHHOMES 


Wards Sent to Shelters Only as 
Last Resort—Court’s Decision 
of Efficiency Also issued. 





| One of the most successful years of its 

history was reported for 1924 yesterday 
by the New York Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, in the 
annual reports of M. Linn Bruce as Pres- 
| ident and Ernest K. Coulter as General 
Manager. With each copy of the reports 
the ‘Society sent out a eopy of Supreme 
| Court Justice Guy’s reeent decision find- 
ing that the conduct of the Society had 
been efficient. 

The reports dicclosed that the Soc! 
had obtained convictions in more th 
76 per cent. of the cases prosecuted 
| the courts of General Sessions and 
cial Sessions. The necessity for contin- 
ued work was emphasized in the reports, 
which declared that owing to congestion 
and the tension of modern life ‘‘there 
is greater need of societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children today 
than half a century ago,’’ the time when 
the Society was organized. 

“The usual ‘endeavors .to break down 
the safeguards thrown about children by 
laws were made in the Legislature of 
1924. all of which, however, were de- 
feated,’’ Mr. Bruce reported. “Con- 
spicuous- among these efforts was the 
attempt to remove the restraint imposed 
by law upon the attendance of children 
at moving picture theatres. The expe- 
rience of this Society has been that 
many of these theatres afford unusual 
opportunities for the vicious to prey 
upon children, and some of ®he most hor 
rible cases that have come to the So- 
ciety’s attention have had their origin 
in such resorts. 

“The law now provides 
under 16 years of age 
moving picture theatres except when ac- 
companied by a parent, guardians or 
some adult person authorized by parent 
or guardian. This is a wise and salu- 
tary regulation. Attempts have been 
made, however, at each session of the 
Legislature to break it down, all of 
which have been thus far defeated.’’ 

In his résumé of the activities of the 
Society, Mr. Coulter said that every ef- 
fort was made to keep the childrén in 
touch with homes. He pointed out the 
danger of removing them to shelters, 
and said that this was done only when 
| it appeared to be absolutely necessary. 

ln support of this statement he said 
that complaints to the*Society last year 
| involved more than 11,000 children, but 
that only 1,669 children were removed 
to institutions pending disposition of the 
cases in the courts. 

In cases, however, where charges were 
made concerning delinquency, he said, 
the Society believed in the method of 
| isolating children. Last year 2,492 such 
| cases were taken to shelters, and shel- 

ter also was provided for 541 children 

sent to the Society by the Department of 

Public Welfare and other organizations. 

Runaway boys and girls and lost cuil- 
| dren also were taken. During the year 

the average number of children in the 

Society's care each day was 158. 
| ‘‘The Society,” continued Mr. Coulter’s 
report, ‘has reason to be deeply grateful 
for the continued and increasing support 
from the public during the past year. 
; It is a significant fact that the number 
| of members and contributors, not includ- 
| ing life members, has shown an in- 
| crease in the past year of 704 over the 
| previous year. In other words, there 
| has been a gain in the numbe. of mem- 
bers and contributors of more than 44 
per cent. in the past year. This in itself 
speaks volumes as to the position of the 
| Society in the public mind.”

IN HOSPITAL CHARGE 


Seven Years of Neglect of Chil- 
dren's Pavilion Under His Ad- 
ministration, He Asserts. 


| NECESSARY FUNDS REFUSED 


Cases of Alleged Improper Treat- 
ment of Little Patients Cited— 
“Attending Physician” Quoted. 


The charge that there had been seven 
years of neglect of the Children’s Pavilion 
of Bellevue Hospital during the Admin- 
istration of Mayor Hylan was made 
yesterday by Harold G. Aron, Chairman 
of the Publicity Committee of the Re- 
publican Advisory Committee of 130. 


| Approximately 4,000 children from one 


day to 12 years old are received an- 
nuaily in the Pavilion for treatment. 

Mr. Aron quoted unnamed ‘‘attending 
physician’’ as the authority for most 
of his charges. On this authority he 
cited a number of cases in which chil- 
dren were alleged to have been improp- 
erly cared for, to have been exposed to 
infection and to have received insuf- 
ficient nourishment and improper treat- 
ment.

vilion were frequently filthy. 

“The Hylan Tammany administration 
has spent in seven years more than §$2,- 
000,000 taken in taxes from the people.’’

“The history of the children’s pavilion 
for the full seven years reveals that 
from the time the little patients are ad- 
mitted until they die or survive and are 
returned to their homes, frightful con- 
ditions of neglect prevail. ‘Frightful’ is 
the word Bellevue physicians use in de- 
scribing the conditions in the pavilion, 
and the responsibility for which they at- 
tribute directly to the Hylan-Tammany 
Administration. 

“Child patients being brought to the 
pavilion are not placed according to their 
ills. The children are admitted without 
restraint, and placed in any bed, or part 
of a bed, that happens to be vacant. As 
an example of what takes place, this 
committee has authentic information 
that a little girl who sustained an in- 
jury when riding a bicycle was admitted 
to one of the wards for venereal treat- 
ment. A few days later an injured boy 
was placed with infected children. 

“Babies born prematurely are taken 
eare of in the children’s pavillion. The 
Hylan-Tammany Administration appro- 
priated $40 a month for breast milk for 
these babies. The Hylan-Tammany Ad- 
ministration refused to appropriate more 
than $40 a month. Physicians inform 
this committee that without breast milk 
the death rate of these premature babies 
inevitably must be 100 per cent. To pre- 
vent this, Bellevue physicians and their 
friends in the twelve months ended June 
1 raised and expended $931. 

More Nurses Needed. 

‘“"There has been expended in the last 
twelve months from private funds $870 
for special nursing of the sick children. 
But not enough private funds have been 


found to provide enough nurses.

Three of these ma- 
chines have been bought from private 
funds for $300 apiece, and, the city 
failing again, private persons are pay- 
ing $100 a month for an operator to 
run the machines. 

“‘Due to the city’s seven years of ne- 
glect, outlays have been necessary from 
private sources to give the children 
clothing when in bed, and when about 
the wards. It has been necessary to 
buy flannel for the children in winter, 
and to pay a sewing woman to fit this 
flannel to the little patients. 

“These are a few instances of the 
neglect of the children by John F. Hy- 
lan and his Tammany associates.’’

So far as the 
purchase of equipment by private in- 
dividuals was concerned, it was said 
that it always had been the custom of 
persons interested in hospital work to 
make occasional gifts voluntarily and as 
a matter of philanthropy.

in Western Colorado. 

The area to be mapped is a rugged, 
mountainous region, 8,000 to 9,000 feet 
above sea level. Reserve 1 is lo- 
cated on top of a plateau, approachable 
only by faint trails winding up almost 
sheer sides, and will present the hardest 
problem for the fliers but at the same 
time bring out in striking contrast the 
advantages in speed and accuracy of 
aerial mapping over the older ground) 
methods in surveying mountain country. 


Reserve 3 is on adjacent lower but | 
not unbroken country. The total region 
to be covered from the air in one map 
is nearly 60,000 acres, or over ninety-two 
square miles. 

Lieut. Commander W. H. Osgood of | 
the office of Secretary Wilbur will be 
in charge of the survey and under him 
will be three planes in charge of Lieu- | 
tenant B. H. Wyatt, who has had some 
experience in mapping of the California 
oil reserves. Both men visited the scene 
early this month and made preliminary 
arrangements for use of landing fields 
and photographic laboratories. The 
photographic negatives will be developed 
and prints made in Rifle and Grand 
Junction, Colo., and the photographs 
turned over to the Interior Department 
for construction into a finished map. 

Mapping the oil shale reserves will, in 
the opinion of Navy Department of- 
ficials, tax the ingenuity and resourée- 
fulness of the pilots and photographers 
to the, limit. Over half the area is at 
least 8,000 feet above sea level. It will 
be consequently necessary for the planes 
to fly at over 13,000 feet. The navy’s 
photographers have demonstrated their 
ability in aerial mapping in the Ca- 
ribbean during the past few years, and 
in California, but this is the first time 
@ project of this kind has been under- 
taken for a territory at such altitude 
om over a region so inaccessible. 

e nearest landing field is at Rifle, 
Col., twenty-nine miles east of the oil 
shale reserves.

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SYNAGOGUE’S GEMS Wife Says Detective, Transferred, Won’t Go; SURTAX OUTASSURED 


LOOT OF CRACKSMEN 


Aged Man, Who Guarded Re- 


ligious Service 14 Years, 
Is Bound and Gagged. 


SAFE IS BLOWN BY NITRO 


Congregation Had Gathered Collec- 
tlon Plece by Plece—Dismayed 
by the Loss. 


For fourteen years, piece by piece, the 
200 members of the congregation of the 
Synagogue Chevra Linas Azedek Anshi 
Ilenevey, now quartered on the top floor 
rear of the four-story synagogue build- 
ing at 162 Madison Street, have col- 
lected their gold and silver religious 
service. Only last year was the final 
plece purchased. Every night it was 
locked in the small safe in the front of 
the synagogue room and Henry Linde, 
aged and deaf, watchman for the syna- 
gogue during all those fourteen years, 
stood guard over it. 

Early yesterday morning, as Linde sat 
asleep on one of the synagogue benches, 
he was set upon in the dark, choked into 
insensibility, bound and gagged and the 
precious gold and silver religious ser- 
vice, which cost $1,000, was stolen from 
| the safe. 


The gaping empty safe told the story 
yesterday morning of how the bandits 
had drilled a small hole near the com- 
| bination, put in nitroglycerine and had 
‘‘blown’’ it. 

It was shortly before 4 o’clock that 
Solomon Mananevich of 238 Clinton 
Street, rabbi of another synagogue on 
the second floor, came in to pray. With 
him was Samuel Sager of 209 South 
Third Street, Brooklyn. The rabbi heard 
faint cries, and the two investigated. 
They found Linde, still bound hand and 
foot but with the gag worked loose, lying 
on the floor in the rear of the top-floor 
synagogue. 

Hyman Shivelansky of 248 South Sec- 
ond Street, Brooklyn, President of the 
synagogue, was notified and called the 
police of the Clinton Street Station. De- 
tective Schneider was assigned to the

case. 

Linde said two men overpowered him 
before he could utter a sound. He was 
| unconscious for some time, he said, but 
awoke to see the robbers bending over 
the safe, which they had wheeled from 
the synagogue room into a hall room just 
outside the door. They were working by 
the dim Hght of prayer candles. hen 
he heard the muffled sound of the ex- 
plosion, and the bandits grabbed up the 
| contents of the safe and fled. 

The men apparently had entered a 
window in the rear of the top floor, 
after coming across roofs, and they es- 
=o the same way. One of the small 
golden bells from the rabbi's crown 
was found on this roof, the police said. 

The building is exclusively a syna- 
gogue building. Every other synagogue 
in the house has a complete gold and

Doctors North, Park, Baker, Carr 
and Prof. Lusk Give Their 
Views on Subject. 


The excellence of milk as a food was | 
affirmed yesterday by many health ex- | 
perts in answer to statements made by | 
Dr. John P. Sutherland, former Dean | 
of the Boston Medical University School | 
of Nedicine, who, in an address last 
week before the American Institute of 
Homeopathy, raised doubt whether 
milk should be generally used for human 
consumption. 

Announcement of their opinions was 
made by the Producers’ and Consumers’ 
Organizing Committee which aims at) 
consolidation of the food distributers’ 
agencies in the metropolitan area. 

Three of the principal statements by | 
Professor Sutherland in his address 
were: | 

Milk was intended to serve as a food | 
only during infancy. 

Milk of one species was not intended 
to be used by other species except when 
closely related. 

Milk was not {intended to serve as food 
for the adult of the species. 

Among the experts from whom opin- 
ions on Professor Sutherland's address | 
were obtained by the committee were: 

Dr. Charles E. North, Secretary of the 
| National Commission on Milk Standards, 
who organized and directed the study of 
pasteurization carried on under the 
auspices of the United States Public 
Health Service; Dr. Willlam H. Park, 
Director of the Research Laboratories 
of the New York Health Department; 
Graham Lusk, Professor of Food and 
Chemistry at the Cornell University 
Medical College; Dr. S. Josephine Baker, 
former Chief of the Division of Child 
Hygiene of the New Health Department,

DR. COFFIN SEES US 
AS A WORLD MENACE 


In Sermon on Responsibility, He 
Calls @ Straying Nation 


a Danger to Peace. 


A proper ‘understanding of the scope 
and significance of the word neigh- 
bor, as illustrated in the Deuteronomic 
code of the Old Testament and‘ in 
Christ’s parable of the good samaritan, 
is needed if democracy is to be justi- 
fied, the Rev. Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, Madison Avenue and 
Seventy-third Street, said yesterday 
morning in a sermon on Responsibility. 
He quoted Viscount Bryce as having 
said that the democratic form of gov- 
ernment has brought us no nearer the 
friendly feeling and the sense of hu- 
man brotherhood among the peoples of 
the world toward one another 

Eleven years ago this month, Dr. 
Coffin said, a local quarrel between 
Austria and Serbia resulted in a war 
which eventually took two million Amer- 
jean youths overseas and left there the 
bodies of thousands of them. In the 
Deuteronomic code, the Israelite was 
commanded to return a straying ox or 
ass even to his enemy. Christ himself 
hardly went further than that. The rea- 
son for the injunction is obvious. A 
straying animal is not merely a loss to 
its owner; it is a menace to the com- 
munity. It may trample down a gar- 
ona browse on fruit-bushes or injure a 

“When will this complacent land of 
ours learn that a straying nation endan- 
gers the peace of mankind, and that the 
world, like ancient Israel, must organize 
to make it somebody’s business to see to 
it that a roving nation is put back where 
it belongs? This is not the time to stop 
talking about devising a system to main- 
tain our world in peace, however 
wearied with such talk we may have 
grown.

| “There are times when it is necessary

clared the Rev. Dr. Charles R. Brown, 
Dean of the Divinity School of Yale 
University, in his sermon on “John, the 
Man of Temper,” in the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, Fifth Avenue and

“The real John was not the quiet, 
modest, placid, passive man as he is 
represented in stained glass windows 
and art galleries, but a man of violent 
temper, strong, resolute and ambitious, 
who even warmed in his earlier days to 
“get in on the ground floor of Heaven,’ "’ 
Dean Brown said. ‘In many respects 
Theodore Roosevelt’s character was a 
modern prototype of that of John the 
Baptist.

The men who go the furthest are fre- 
quently those who do not know just 
where their activities will lead them, 
especially when the ore _pareues the 
flying goal of service. ey are fre- 
quently narrow and bigoted and some- 
times go to extremes, but they generally 
“accomplish something.

Their consciences never drive them to 
enlist personally in the task of making 
its civic institutions more effective, of 
leading up its children to righteous life 
and of befriending one another in its 
population in the friendliness of Christ. 
Public service goes back to conscience 
every time.’’

Urging Federal legistation for ‘‘a pis- 
tol-less America,’’ the Rev. C. Everett 
Wagner in his sermon yesterday in the 
West Side Methodist Episcopal Church, 
461 West Forty-fourth Street, said: 

“The right arm of the bandit would 
be amputated if the measures for a pro- 
hibitive tax upon pistols and the closing 
of the mails to firearms should be passed 
by the next Congress. The pistol is al- 
most the universal weapon used by 
thieves. The ease with which this in- 
strument of stealing and murder is ob- 
tained can be held as tha major cause 
for the enormous number of crimes in 
the United States. 

“When the facts are known that 110,- 
000,000 people in this country have as 
many pistols as all the other people in 
the world, which is fourteen times as 
many as any other similar number of 
people, the citizens will wake up to the 
existing alarming situation. The re- 
volver is more common in this ‘country 
than the rolling pin. Hundreds of 
families can’t comprehend what home 
might be without a pistol. 

“This is the greatest cause for the 

reater number of hold-ups and murders 
n the United States than in the British 
Isles, France and other nations. An- 
other possible major reason would be the 
character conditions. None of us be- 
lieves that the moral and religious 
standards of our people as an entire 
group are worse than those of other 
countries. The only fair and adequate 
legislation for the increased number 
of crimes and deadly shooting here is 
the prevalency of the American people 
to have pistols in their homes, for that 
makes it dead easy for the bandits to 
secure their partners, the revolvers. 
There is no question but the criminal 
wave would be broken if we could elimt- 
nate the right arm of the robber by 
initiating a pistol-less America.”’ 


MORE TEETH IN SUNDAY LAW 


Lord’s Day Alllance Secretary Tells 
of Fight for Next Legislature. 


The Rev. John Ferguson, General Sec- 
retary of the Lord’s Day Alliance of 
New York, announced yesterday in an 
address in the First Methodist Eplis- 


copal Church, Los Angeles, that new 
efforts to enact Sabbath legislation will 
be made at the next session of the 
Legislature at Albany, according to a 
digest of his remarks made public here. 
He said, in part: 

“When the Jenks bill was introduced 
in the New York Assembly last Winter 
some people consider it a ‘Joker.’ It is 
anything but a joke. The Lord's Day 
Alliance of New York State means busi- 
ness on this matter, and that bill, re- 
vised, with more teeth in it, will go 
back to the Assembly at the next meet- 
ing, but it goes there this time with 
more prestige and with a far greater 
number of churches back of it and with 
more strength on the part of the con- 
stituency of all churches advocating its 
passage. 

“IT want to announce here and now 
that the Lord’s Day Alliance of New 
York, with its Board of Directors solidly 
back of us as one man, is out fo accom- 
plish the goal—the passage of an ade- 
uate but just civil Sabbath law in New 

ork State which will put teeth into it— 
so the Sabbath lawbreaker who is bent 
on destruction for commercial reasons 
will be afraid to break the law because 
of its penalty.”

A “high tariff’’ in religion resulting 
in the exclusion of the cheap substi- 
tutes devised by those who would make 
worship ‘‘easy’’ was advocated yester- 
day morning by the Rev. Dr. John L. 
Davis in the Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at 131 West 104th Street. In 
Dr. Davis's opinion many church or- 
ganizations are cheapening religion by 
attempting to make worship easy and 
popular. This has resulted, he said, in 
many of the best and most intellectual 
members leaving churches in disgust. 

‘“‘We will never reach a wholesome, 
intellectual person by a cheap, easy re- 
ligion,’’ continued Dr. Davis. ‘The 
churches are not strict enough. Recent- 
ly three men were expelled from the 
Stock Exchange for dishonest prac- 
tices. Now all of these men were mem- 
bers of Christian churches, but in no 
case did their churches take any action 
to discipline them. 


“We are maki If too easy. I be- 
lieve fn a high tariff in religion, so = 
that those who are able to climb e 
bars and get in will be finer and better 
than they are now. Much religion now- 
adays is nothing but moral cologne wa- 
ter. The cry is always to make every- 
thing ‘easy,’ to attract eongregations. 

“The theory is that more people will 
‘get’ religion if it is made easy and con- 
venient. It was for this reason that the 
golden calf was made in biblical days. 

“Many people use the church too, in | 
these days, for social and business pur- 
poses. They say that they are ‘proad- 
minded’ and that one religion is as good | 
as another. What they mean is that 
they have no regis at all but will) 
join any church which will bring them | 
more business friends or more social 
prestige. Such people would join the 
Devil it they could. 

“But all religions are not equal, any 
more than all people are equal. I be- 
lieve that there is but one true religion 
and that it does make a difference what 
you believe. We must be tolerant 





though. I can see that the Jews and 
Catholics are just as good as I am, but 
I couldn’t be a Jew or a Catholic. 

“Another alteration some make in 
modern religion to make it easy is the 
elimination of the mystery, or divinity. 
We believe that the Bible is divinely 
inspired.

SEES JUSTICE MAN’S DUTY. 


Dr. Wylle Says Ambition Is Given 
Men to Make Them Better. 


In his last sermon for this Summer in 
the Central Presbyterian Church, Madi- 
son Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street, 
the Rev. Dr. Dwight Witherspoon Wylie 
said yesterday: 

“To many nren life is a battle, to 
others it is an endurance test, to others 
it seems as if they were born between 
two worlds and that this one was filled 
with disillusion and trial, and tribula- 
tion, and disappointment and failure.

Young Gives Regulations for 
Those on Vacations. 


The following rules for religious per- 
sons were suggested by the Rev. Dr. 8.

‘Avoid the notion that recreation con- 
sists in giving the flesh its fling. None 
of us has so overdone the spiritual as 
to yoavire the opposite as a respite. 

“Beware lest you load your mind with 
trash and regale your eyes with the de- 
grading and your ears with the vain in 
an effort to be gay. It is not a sprinkle 
of powdered sugar that your tired na- 
ture needs; but wholesome, different oc- 
cupation and beneficial, different experi- 
ences. 

“Join the Six Minutes Summer Club. 
It started only the other day. Those 
who belong to it mark off at least six 
minutes at the very beginning of the 
day and give the first part to reading 
the Scriptures and the second to prayer 
and the third to listening to God. e~ 
come good listeners to the Almighty, 
out in the open or shut in or wherever 
you are, The majority of us try to walk 
to God more than we try to hear what 
He is saying to us. 

“Review mentally every day the main 
points you really believe in your heart 
of hearts concerning the Deity and your 
duty to Him and fellow-humankind and 
then try to practice them. We likely 
have already learned enough or.all we 
will learn till we do a little more what 
we now know.

IN PHILOSOPHY OF LIFE) 


Dean Mathews Says It Helps Us 
by Faith Where We Cannot 
Always Understand. 


“Tf I had to choose between a mecha- 
nistic interpretation of life and a strict 
Calvinistic doctrine of foreordination, I | 
should choose the latter,’’ said Dean | 
Shailer Mathews of the Chicago Univer- 
sity Divinity School, in a sermon yester- | 
day in the Park Avenue Baptist Church, 
Sixty-fourth Street and Park Avenue. 

“I would rather feel that I was in| 
the hands of a loving and merciful God 


than that my life was controlled by a | 
blind selective process,’"’ the Dean con- 
tinued. ‘‘As a matter of fact. how- 
ever, the choice is not strictly between 
these two ideas.”’ 

Dean Mathews went on to discuss va- 
rious types of life philosophies—the hed- | 
onistic, the stoic, the cynical, and what 


|he called ‘‘the myopic-optimistic.”’ 


“The philosophy of life which turns to | 
pleasure and disregards all else is not 
really a brave one,” he said. “It is | 
a philosophy of surrender to our animal- | 
ism. The stoic philosophy of the man 
with ‘head bloody but unbowed' stirs 
our admiration, but we can never quite | 
believe that such a man is really the 
‘captain of his fate’.’’ 

“For the near-sighted pessimist or the 
equally near-sighted optimist we can 
have little admiration. To build a phi- 
losophy of life without reckoning on 
religion is to leave out one of the vital | 
elements. There is a difference between | 
those who love God and trust Him 
and those who attempt to explain every- | 
thing by their simple philosophy. 

“For those who love God, all things | 
work together for good. Religion, fal 
in God, brings this thought to our phi- 
losophy of life, and helps us to under- | 
stand why sometimes goodness is not | 
immediately rewarded, why every man 
who is honest is not rich. Philosophy 
alone gives us no understanding; re- 
ligion accepts the fact that we cannot 
always understand.and gives us faith.’’

Rev. Mr. Potter Says Christianity 
Is Undergoing a Change.

Christianity is returning toward 
Judaism, said the Rev. Charles Francis 
Potter yesterday in his sermon, ‘‘Is 
Christianity Returning ta Judaism?’ in 
the West Side Unitarian Church, 544 
Cathedral Parkway. He said in part: 

‘‘The Christian religion is undergo- 
ing a remnarkable change, as is easily 
recognized by even the most casual ob- 
server, There 1s a trend wh+rh has al-| 
ready produced effects such as to make | 
even the orthodox churches of today | 
hardly recognizable as such. 

“That trend is taking Christianity | 
toward Judaism. When a noted Baptist 
preacher in a Presbyterian pulpit says 
that real Christianity is to be found in 
the religion of Jesus rather than in the} 
religion about Jesus, and when that 
statement is hailed as true and wel- 
comed as prophetic, you have your 
answer to the question of my subject. 

“The present-day tendency in Chris- 
tianity to go back behind the theologi- 
eal Christ of the Middle Ages to the 
human Jesus of the Gospels is bound to 
result in a closer approach to the ethi- 
cal monotheism of Judaism, 

‘““The trend of even evangelical Chris- 
tianity is obviously toward the liberal 
position of following Jesus rather than 
worshiping Him, 6 is increasingly a 
leader rather than a deity. 

“Judaism itself has changed. . Liberal 
Jews now recognize Jesus as a great 
Hebrew prophet. Consequently we ought 
honestly to admit a distinct trend in 
Christianity toward Judaism. This ap- 
proach of o great religions toward 
each other is a very hopeful sign. Per- 
haps it is the first step toward that 
great religion of the future which will 
minimize the differences between re- 
ligions and magnify thelr common be- 
liefs."’

ON THE SPRING CROP 


Prospect of Unexpectedly Heavy 
Yield Causes Decline of 
10 Cents In Week. 


EXPORT TRADE IS BETTER 


But News of the Outlook on the 
Farms Is the Larger Factor 
With Traders.

CHICAGO, June 28.—Wheat prices are 
off 10 cents from the best figures for 
the week on futures, and cash premiums 
in Chicago have slipped about 5 cents 
on hard Winters. The late advance 
made on buying, instigated by reports 
of black rust from the Northwest, has 
been more than lost. The trade has be- 
come rather pessimistic on crop pros- 
pects in the Northwest, which have im 
proved on both sides of the international 
ine as a result of rain and favorable 
growing conditions. 

Should nothing happen to the Spring 
wheat crops in the United States and 
Canada, there will be a big yield, from 
all reports, and those who take an im- 
partial. view of the situation say that, 
unless there is material damage within 


the next few weeks, lower prices are |. 


likely. If present Spring wheat pros- 
pects materialize, wheat prices in the 
United States will be governed by the 
Spring rather than by the Winter wheat; 
in other words they will set the level 
for the country, regardless of an alleged 
shortage of around 200,000,000 bushels 
in Winter wheat. 

No Wheat ‘‘Famine.” 


| Six months ago statisticians estimated 


that the United States would have less | 
.|| than 250,000,000 bushels of wheat to ex- 


|port, including flour. These figures 
| have already been practically equaled 
|/in eleven morths and, for twelve 
; months, exports are estimated at around 
| 960,000,000 dushels. Predictions were, 
| too then, that there would be a wheat 


| famine the world over and that prices | 


would be around $2.50. The season of 
| 1924-"25 is practically ended, as it runs 
|to July 1, and wheat prices are around 
| $1.50, with no absolute scarcity. 

The new crop season starts, however, 
with the lightest carry-over in years, 
but ‘espe- 
cially in Europe. Consumption of the 
new crop will begin as soon as it is 
available in Europe, while in the United 
States there are 31,000,000 bushels in the 
visible. supply and light interior re- 
serves. 

High prices for wheat and rye abroad 
have eurtailed consumption in the last 
| six months, while in the United States 
| there is evidence of consumption having 
| been overestimated and supplies some- 
what underestimated. 

Expect Drop in Visible Supplies. 


Indications are for a decrease in the 
visible supply {n Monday’s report, also 
for a liberal run of new wheat at South- 
western markets. Hedging sales of mod-

RAIL RATES AFFECT 
CORN, OATS LITTLE 


Railway Economics Bareaa Finds 
Farmer’s Priecs Do Not De- | 
pend on Freight Tolls: 





Other economic conditions were more 
important than freight rates in affecting | 
the prices paid to the farmer for corn 
and oats during the twenty-month period 
from August, 1923, to March, 1925, ac- 
cording to a survey just completed by 
the Bureau of Railway Economics. 

The results of the survey, according 
to the bureau, indicate (1) that farm 
prices of corn and oats fluctuated widely 
during the whole period, (2) that freight 
rates were practically stationary though- 
out the same period, (3) that fluctua- 
tions occurred between different kinds 
and grades, (4) that the various fluctua- 
tions were many times the freight rates 
to representative markets, (5) that since | 
freight rates were practically station- 
ary they were not responsible for the 
wide fluctuations in prices, whether 
these fluctuations were up or down. 

The study as @ whole is based upon 
prices at 77 points of origin for corn and 
&7 origin points for oats. Altogether 28s 
movements for corn and 293 for oats 
were covered. « 

In connection with the analysis the 
®ureau states: 

“While freight rates during the entire 
period remained stationary, Gatseenn the 
stated points of origin and destination, 
prices on identical kinds and grades of 
corn and oats show a very wide fluctua- 
tion, often amounting to several times 
the freight rates to the different mar- 
kets. For example, the prices paid the 
farmer for No. 2 vellow corn at Churdan, 
Iowa, fluctuated from 60 cents to $1.19, 
or 59 eents a bushel. This spread of 59 
cents was almost nine times the freight 
rate to Council Bluffs, Iowa, and more 
than five times the freight rate to Chi- 
cago. At Bellevue, Ohio, prices paid the 
farmer for No. 1 yellow corn fluctpated 
from 54 cents to $1.28, or 74 cents a 
bushel. This spread is equal] to almost 
eight times the freight rates to the five 
representative markets shown. Similar 
examples may be drawn from the sec- 
ond table and chart covering oats, where 
the spread in prices ranged from two to
